BOSSES at Harlow Council 
are planning a “wheelie good 
party” to celebrate its new 
refuse collection scheme 
despite widespread anger over 
the new bins. 

The council’s Tory leadership has 
arranged the “jolly” at the taxpayers’ 
expense to reward staff and elected 
members for the change to cumbersome 
wheelie bins and complex recycling 
arrangements. 

But Harlow’s Labour councillors 
have boycotted the shindig at the Civic 
Centre on November 24 calling it a 
“senseless waste of money” and “a slap 
in the face” for residents. 


“For Tories on Harlow Council to 
spend Harlow taxpayers’ money on cel¬ 
ebrating the wheelie bins is a disgrace,” 
said Labour leader Councillor Mark 
Wilkinson. 

“This is the biggest issue in Harlow 
for years and it is clear that homes in 
Harlow were just not built for wheelie 
bins. 

“If homes are built with smaller front 
gardens and lead directly onto the street, 
where will people find the room to store 
these large bins? 

“Elderly people are finding it hard to 
move them and it is clear that they are 
destroying people’s pride in the way 
their streets and estates look. 

“Harlow Tories should listen and 
learn rather than congratulating them¬ 
selves on introducing wheelie bins 
which no-one wants.” 

Lib Dem Councillor Lorna Spenceley 


also said she would not attend the event. 

“I was absolutely staggered when I 
received an invitation to a jolly celebrat¬ 
ing the introduction of wheeled bins to 
the town,” she said. 

But Cllr Tony Hall, chairman of the 
environment and community commit¬ 
tee, defended the decision, saying: “A 
lot of councillors and officers worked 
very long hours, including postponing 
holidays, to make sure that this roll-out 
went as smoothly as possible. 

“Rather than a celebration, the invita¬ 
tion to the event makes it very clear that 
it's a simple appreciation for the effort 
that members, staff across the council 
and contractors have put in to develop 
the scheme. 

“Whatever residents' views, our staff 
and contractors have worked hard and 
shown dedication when implementing 
the new system.”

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Government 
initiative 
creates 158 
new jobs 

AN extra 158 jobs will be creat¬ 
ed in Harlow thanks to a £lbn 
Government initiative designed 
to help young people get back 
into work. 

The Future Jobs Fund called 
on every local authority across 
the UK to bring forward ideas for 
jobs they could offer which could 
benefit their local area. 

In return, the Government 
committed to provide matched 
funding of £6,500 per young per¬ 
son employed if bids were suc¬ 
cessful. 

Roles created by the scheme in 
Harlow will range from land¬ 
scape and biodiversity assistants, 
children’s bus project assistants, 
gardeners and teaching assis¬ 
tants. 

Nationally, the Future Jobs 
Fund has so far announced 
95,000 new jobs across the coun¬ 
try. 

Harlow MP Bill Rammell 
said: “I am pleased that the 
effects of this Labour 
Government’s extra investment 
during the downturn will begin to 
be felt locally with these 158 new 
jobs. 

“The Tories oppose this help 
because they oppose spending 
any more money to help people 
through the downturn. Real help 
costs real money. This is the 
choice between Labour values 
and Conservative values locally. 

“This also demonstrates that 
when Tory-controlled Harlow 
Council want to take up a 
Government’s offer of funding, 
they will, which leaves hollow 
their oft-repeated cry that they 
cannot afford to reduce rents for 
council tenants this year. 

“I repeat my call to Tory-con- 
trolled Harlow Council to accept 
the Government’s offer of sub¬ 
sidy for council tenants.”

Car park shock for commuters 
as work starts on multi-storey 


PARKING chaos is expected at Harlow 
Town rail station from Monday as land is 
closed off to make way for a £3million, 700- 
space multi-storey car park. 

Spaces at the current commuter car park, 
off Edinburgh Way, will be limited to 133 - 
a third of its current size and large enough 
for only season ticket holders. 

Other drivers will be redirected to the NCP 
car park on Velizy Avenue, according to 
National Express East Anglia. 

The car park currently holds around 400 
cars, but the planned new three-tier multi¬ 
storey will create an additional 300 spaces. 
A spokesman for National Express East 
Anglia said he believed there were no plans 
to sell off land for development. 

“There will be extra spaces when combined 


with the spaces on the ground,” he said. 
“But the work is about improving the 
parking facilities at the station for users.” 
The Star understands the work could take 
as long as a year to complete. 

The spokesman said: “Leaflets will be 
distributed among commuters and other 
users of the station and posters put up, 
letting them know exactly what the 
arrangements are so that they are fully 
aware of the changes. 

“All our season ticket holders will be 
catered for while casual users will be able 
to use the NCP car park in the town centre. 
“This is not very far away from the station 
and there are also regular buses between 
the two. Otherwise, they can find other 
arrangements for getting to the station.”

"It’s heartbreaking," said upset 
Toni (28). "The baby and the old¬ 
est one had their main presents 
taken. 

"In all it was £300 worth of 
stuff and has left us totally short 
for Christmas. 

"We’ve had to start saving 
early for presents because two of 
the boys have birthdays in 
November and January." 

Toni and Lee (31) are also try¬ 
ing to save for their wedding, 
planned for next October. 

Between noon on Saturday 
October 31 and around 5pm on 
Monday, two black BMX bicy¬ 


cles, one electric mini quad bike 
and three children’s scooters 
were stolen. 

Everything was new and still 
in boxes. Other items such as 
expensive tools were not taken. 

Toni appealed to Star readers 
for help in returning the presents 
and is going to put up posters 
around Harlow in an effort to 
help police catch the thieves. 

“My oldest son absolutely fell 
in love with the bike sometime 
ago and has been telling me that 
I would be the best mum in the 
world if we got it for him for 
Christmas,” she said. 

“But they don’t sell that model 
anymore, even if we could afford 
it. 

“If someone had been offered 
them then please just contact the 
police.”

THE photograph of the 
Harlow Concert Band 
which we printed a couple 
of weeks ago stirred some 
happy - and one painful - 
memories for Star reader 
Jason Munda, who spotted 
himself in the picture. 

Jason (34), of Bushey Croft, is 
fifth from the right in the second 
row down, standing next to a 
young lady - Joanna Lang - 
who was, a few years later, to 
become his wife. 

Jason, who believes the picture was 
taken around 20 years ago, met 
Joanna in the band in which he 
played clarinet, saxophone and 
percussion from the age of 10 until 
he went to university to study music. 
“At the time there was nowhere else 
for woodwind players to play,” he 
said. “There was a brass band which 
obviously wind players couldn’t play 
in. 

“I remember playing on the back of 
a float at a fireworks party. We 
couldn’t see anything from there; we 
had to just keep on playing.” 

He added: “One time I got a bit 
overexcited playing a tambourine 


and managed to break my wrist 
hitting it so hard. I knew I had 
broken it but I didn’t want to stop or 
say anything because I knew the 
ribbing I would get!” 

Jason is now a private music teacher 
and he and Joanna have a 2!/2-year- 
old son. 

Another reader with memories of 
the band is Elizabeth Pike (nee 
Carter), who emailed Nostalgia after 
seeing the article. 

“I remember playing the flute in the 
concert band around 1974-1976,” 
she wrote. “I played with Sheila 
Green, who also played the flute, 
and her brother Malcolm who I 


think played the tuba or hom. 

“We used to have band practice at 
Stewards School on a Wednesday 
evening if I recall correctly. Before 
Mike Pierce, the conductor was a 
Mr Dewdry who was a lovely man. 
“We had a great time and played in 
lots of places which, without 
everyone’s commitment would never 
have been possible.”

A THREE-YEAR-OLD girl with severe 
respiratory problems is being forced to 
sleep in a cot because the two-bedroom 
council flat she shares with her parents 
and two sisters is ‘too small’. 

Tia Burt, who often has to sleep attached to a nebu- 
liser at night due to breathing complications arising 
from a serious digestive disorder, is currently sleeping 
in her parents’ bedroom at the flat in The Hides. 
Siblings Kayla (6) and Jasmine (8) share a single room. 

Yet even though parents Kim and Colin have been 
bidding for a new council property for more than two 
years and Tia’s consultant at Princess Alexandra 
Hospital has urged the authority to re-house the family 
for the sake of the tot’s health, the Burts have been told 
they are not a high-priority case. 

“I don’t know what needs to happen for us to be 
given priority,” Mrs Burt told the Star. “Tia will be 
starting school soon, but she’s still sleeping in a cot 
because there’s not enough room for another bed. 

“Her consultant agrees that she needs to be in an 
environment where she can sleep comfortably and has 
backed up our bids for a new home, but we’ve yet to 
have any success.” 

Mrs Burt added that she and her husband both work 
for a living and have no council tax or rent arrears. 

“I appreciate that council houses are in short supply, 
but we’re at our wit’s end and just want the best for our 
daughter, who has already had to go through so much 
for a little girl of her age.” 

Councillor Lee Dangerfield, chairman of the coun¬ 
cil’s housing committee, claimed the authority was 
doing it all it could to support the family in finding a 
“settled housing solution”. 

“We appreciate their situation, but unfortunately, the 
demand for housing and houses in particular far 
exceeds supply,” he said. 

“The family’s needs have been reviewed and assessed 
and they were allocated a Band 2 priority following a 
medical assessment supported by a consultant at 
Princess Alexandra Hospital. 

“Whilst they have not been successful so far, we 
encourage them to keep bidding. If they feel that the

BLACK and white television sets are still 
in use in 21 homes in Harlow, according to 
the TV Licensing authority. 

Despite Sunday marking the 40th 
anniversary of colour broadcasting first 
being transmitted on BBC 1 and I TV, there 
are 28,000 homes nationally still watching 
in monotone. 

A TV Licensing spokesperson warned: 
“Whether you watch in black and white on 
a 40-year-old TV set or in colour on a 
brand new 37in LCD flatscreen, you need 
to be covered by a TV Licence if watching 
or recording programmes as they are 
broadcast.” 

You need to be covered by a valid TV 
Licence if you watch or record TV as it’s 
being broadcast. This includes the use of 
devices such as a computer, laptop, mobile 
phone or DVD/video recorder. A colour 
licence costs £142.50 and £48 for mono.

RESIDENTS with nowhere suit¬ 
able to store their newly-issued 
wheeled bins could be asked to dig 
up their lawns or flowerbeds in 
order to accommodate them, the 
Star can reveal. 

The astonishing suggestion is buried in 
the text of Harlow Council’s new waste and 
recycling collection policy, which was 
voted through by Conservative councillors 
at Thursday’s special environment and com¬ 
munity committee meeting. 

Under the heading “Receptacle 
Determination”, the document states: “It is 
foreseeable and contemplated that some 
residents will be required to place and store 
wheeled bins or containers on or in areas of 
their curtilage that may currently be 
utilised as lawn, flowerbed or for other tra¬ 
ditional garden use.” 

The recommendation caused uproar 
among Liberal Democrat councillors 
attending the meeting, who voted against 
the implementation of the policy. Labour 
representatives abstained from the vote. 

Speaking afterwards, Lib Dem councillor 


Lorna Spenceley told the Star: “I couldn’t 
possibly have supported the suggestion 
because I know how much time, effort and 
love many residents put in to tending to 
their gardens. 

“Lor the administration to even dare sug¬ 
gest such a ridiculous idea as digging up 
your own garden just so your new bins have 
somewhere to live represents the height of 
arrogance. 

“The way in which it has been slipped 
into the policy document, written in what is 
basically legal jargon, appears to reserve all 
sorts of rights for the authority to do as they 
wish - it’s going to make a lot of people 
very angry.” 

Environment and community committee 
chairman Tony Hall claimed residents could 
decide on where to store their bins, but did 
not rule out the possibility of some house¬ 
holds having to sacrifice part of their 
frontage. 

“Residents who are allocated wheelie 
bins are advised to store these in an appro¬ 
priate place, which could include on their 
front gardens,” he said. 

“The only defined place is where they 
present the bins for collection, it is up to 
residents to decide where and how they 
store them on their properties.”

Don't axe TA

I have asked the Reserve 
Forces & Cadets Association, 
which owns it, to talk about this 
but with no response. I find this 
particularly disappointing for the 
30 cadets from Harlow who meet 
and train there. 

They are our future soldiers, 
learning self-discipline, self- 
confidence, self-reliance and 
teamwork - all attributes to fit 
them for any walk of life while 
keeping them off the streets. 

I call on our MP to join me to 
look again at how we might keep 
Harlow’s TA unit. Chelmsford 
and Hertford are retaining their 
units and the Government’s own 
growth agenda makes Harlow 
bigger and strategically better 
located than either of them.

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Hundreds pay 
their respects 
to war dead

THE soaring number of our 
brave troops making the ultimate 
sacrifice for the war in 
Afghanistan moved many more 
people to honour the war dead at 
Harlow’s Remembrance Day 
service this year, according to 
organisers. 

Veterans, local dignitaries and residents 
attended Harlow War Memorial on Sunday 
to pay their respects to those who lost their 
lives in conflicts past and present. 

“It was a very, very good turnout,” said 
Valerie Fitz-John, Harlow branch secretary 
of the Royal British Legion. 

“We had 350 programmes and they were 
all taken and many members of the public 



laid down their own wreaths after the offi¬ 
cial service was over. 

“We have noticed a marked increase in 
support since so many have started to die in 
Afghanistan. 

“There is a heightened public awareness 
of the casualties - even on Sunday, there 
was news of another fatality.” 

Thousands of people across Harlow 
observed the two-minute silence on Sunday 
and Armistice Day yesterday (Wednesday). 

On Sunday, a parade started at Burnt Mill 
School before the main service was taken 
by the Rev Albert Watson at the Netteswell 
Cross Memorial in Town Park. 

Later that evening, there was a Festival of 
Remembrance at The Playhouse, organised 
by the Royal British Legion and with music 
performed by the Harlow Concert Band. 

The festival was attended by Lord Petrie, 
Lord Lieutenant of Essex and the County 
President.

Tax changes 
could bring 
cash boost

RECENT changes to the 
welfare system could mean 
that dozens of families in 
Harlow may now be entitled 
to council tax and housing 
benefits. 

Before Monday, families receiv¬ 
ing Child Benefit had the money 
taken into account as “income” 
when applying for council tax 
and/or housing benefits, which took 
many over the threshold for entitle¬ 
ment to both or one of the benefits. 


But now Harlow Council is urg¬ 
ing people on low incomes, includ¬ 
ing those that may have been 
refused council tax or housing bene¬ 
fit previously, to check if new rules 
now allow them to claim. 

Chairman of the Council's Policy 
and Resources Committee, 
Councillor Simon Carter, said: 
“This will be a welcome change for 
those that are on low incomes. 

“To be refused benefits because 
of receiving a benefit was ridicu¬ 
lous. Child Benefit is to help all 
families and is not income in the 
true sense. I am very pleased that 
many families could now be better 
off. 


“Child poverty is a serious issue 
at the current time and we want peo¬ 
ple take another look at their 
finances now that Child Benefit 
does not count.” 

The changes could also be good 
news for the local economy, with 
national research showing that 75p 
of every £1 claimed in benefit is 
spent in local shops and on local 
services.

SCHOOLCHILDREN in 
Denmark are being 
allowed to use the 
internet to help them 
in their final year 
exams in a pioneering 
scheme which could 
pave the way for other 
European countries to 
follow suit. 

A total of 14 colleges are trying 
out the scheme and all schools 
in the country are being invited 
to join in by 2011. 

Pupils will be given access to 
almost any website they 
choose but will be banned 
from sending pictures, emails 
or instant messages to anyone 
else. 

The Danish government claims 
the internet should be included 
in examinations as it now forms 
such an important part of our 
day-to-day life. 

Although teachers admit there 
will is no foolproof way to stop 
pupils from cheating, the exam 
questions are written in such a 
way to make it impossible to 
simply cut and paste answers 
from websites. 

They will instead test a pupil's 
ability to check, understand 
and use information effectively. 


Danish education minister 
Bertel Haarder said: “Our 
exams have to reflect daily life 
in the classroom and daily life 
in the classroom has to reflect 
life in society.” 

He added that he believed 
other European countries 
would soon follow Denmark’s 
example. 

But don’t get your hopes up 
just yet as there are no plans at 
the moment for youngsters in 
the UK to go online to take 
their exams.

Horses at risk 
of strangles 
on Common

A DEADLY respiratory dis¬ 
ease affecting horses has 
broken out on Harlow 
Common. 

Horse-owners are warning the 
highly-contagious infection known 
as strangles is at large and claim it 
may have originated from gypsies’ 
horses tethered on the Common. 

Ayla Davison, of Bush Fair, who 
keeps her two horses on the land, 
said: “I’ve only been told about it 
recently. 

“Strangles itself can kill, but the 
main reason for its concern is the 
speed with which it spreads among 
horses,” 

The disease can spread quickly 


through direct contact between the 
animals. But it is also spread by 
human-to-horse contact and Mrs 
Davison is worried that pedestrians 
could unwittingly be passing on the 
disease. 

She said: “As a horse owner 
myself, I am extremely worried and 
concerned for my horse’s wellbeing. 

“I have a public footpath running 
alongside my horse’s field and lots 
of people walk up and down this 
path with their dogs and often stop 
to stroke my horses. 

“But they may have touched an 
infected horse and could easily be 
spreading the disease unknowingly.” 

Strangles starts with abscesses in 
the throat and can prevent the horse 
from breathing. 

Early signs of the infection are 
flu-like symptoms, with horses 
being depressed and refusing to eat. 


The disease can rapidly spread 
indirectly through hands and cloth¬ 
ing and can survive in wood for up 
to eight weeks. 

A spokeswoman for the RSPCA 
said: “If horses show any signs of 
illness, owners really need to get a 
vet out and have their animal 
checked straight away.” 

Through raising awareness and 
asking the people of Harlow to help, 
owners are hopeful its damage can 
be limited. 

“I am urging everyone not to 
touch any horses at all as the disease 
can spread in this way. And owners 
need to keep horses away from each 
other,” said Mrs Davison. 

“As a nation of animal-lovers, I 
hope I will have the people of 
Harlow’s support in this matter, so 
we can stop the spread of this awful 
disease.”

A HOSPITAL in Epping 
has been criticised by a 
health watchdog follow¬ 
ing an investigation into 
the death of an 86-year- 
old woman. 

The medical records of Phyllis 
Foster at one stage even carried 
the advice “do not resuscitate”. 

This was despite neither Mrs 
Foster nor her son Robert Foster 
ever being consulted about what 
to do if her life was at risk. 

She had initially been admit¬ 
ted to Whipps Cross Hospital in 
Leytonstone in December 2006 
with heart and kidney problems. 

There she acquired sores to 


her feet, was given an overdose 
of the potentially dangerous 
drug Warfarin and then released 
from hospital without her 
belongings. 

Just five days later, she was 
readmitted to the Princess 
Alexandra Hospital in Harlow 
for treatment for an overdose, 
then transferred to St Margaret’s 
Hospital, Epping. 

There she had a number of 
falls, several of which the hospi¬ 
tal failed to record. 

After several weeks, Mrs 
Foster, from Theydon Bois, was 
again sent home without her 
belongings, including her walk¬ 
ing frame. 


She was readmitted two days 
later, but was sent home after a 
week. She died three days later. 

Her son Mr Foster’s complaint 
to Government watchdog, the 
Healthcare Commission, was 
argued by Harlow-based clinical 
negligence lawyers Attwaters. 

The commission criticised the 
hospitals for allowing the bed 
sores, the manner of Mrs Foster’s 
discharge from hospital, the 
treatment of her back pain and 
the way they dealt with her son’s 
complaints. 

They also concluded that the 
St Margaret’s Hospital should 
examine their rules regarding the 
“do not resuscitate” recommen¬ 


dation. 

Undisclosed compensation 
was agreed out of court. 

Afterwards, Mr Foster said: 
“Whilst my mother was clearly 
unwell, I was unable to accept 
that she should have been treated 
in this appalling way. 

“I felt I had to speak out and 
make a stand on her behalf and 
to try and ensure that the hospi¬ 
tals concerned learnt lessons so 
that other elderly patients would 
not be as badly treated as my 
mother was.”

I RATHER like garage. I’m not talking of 
the ‘garage’ people of certain age would 
associate with lost weekends spent 
prancing around listlessly in an Ayia 
Napa warehouse, but more specifically 
the filthy, unwashed and decidedly 
inebriated cousin of the blues. 

Although there’s no doubt that only so 
much can be done with a bottle of 
moonshine, four chords and half a 
guitar, the appeal of garage-rock has 
little time for the yawnsome 
technicalities of musicianship - it’s all 
about the dangerous levels of 
adrenaline coursing through the veins 
of the shouty people on the stage. 

And at a time when most new bands 
opt to espouse the look at our moody 
black-and-white photos, swoon at our 
boring pseudo-epic choruses and 
pretend to understand our unintelligible 
weepy laments route to success, it’s 
mightily refreshing to head to The 
Square and get kicked in the face with a 
freakbeat whirlwind instead. 

No one exemplified this gleefully 
wanton attitude better than local psych 
legends The Freaks, who ripped up the 
rock’n’roll rulebook, drenched it in 
single malt and fashioned it into a series 
of breathlessly-thrilling, breakneck blues 
attacks.

BRITAIN is broken, almost beyond 
repair. Knife crime has, shockingly, 
become part of everyone’s lives as 
teenagers take their arguments on 
to the streets. 

Fear and insecurity fan the flames of 
racism and intolerance, while our 
prisons are full to bursting as police 
struggle to maintain law and order. 

In these dark and depressing times, 
unlikely heroes make a stand against 
all of the savagery. 

For Daniel Barber’s brutal and 
uncompromising directorial debut, that 
hero is a retired Marine, whose best 
friend dies at the hands of a gang of 
yobs. Rather than sit back and let these 
animals run amok, the old-timer vows 
revenge by speaking the only language 
that these young men and women 
know: punishment. 

Sir Michael Caine delivers one of his 
finest performances for years in a role 
thematically reminiscent of Clint 


Eastwood’s harrowing thriller Gran 
Torino. Barber’s film is more gritty and 
hard-hitting, opening with a gang 
initiation that comprises shooting a 
nameless woman on the street. 

It is the first of many instances of 
senseless bloodletting as the tightly- 
wound narrative leads the eponymous 
vigilante on a heartbreaking tour of 
squalid drug dens and crime-riddled 
housing estates. 

Harry Brown (Caine) is a widower 
who lives alone now his wife has 
passed away, on a housing estate 
which is under the control of a gang of 
thugs led by the sadistic Noel Winters 
(Ben Drew). 

The war veteran’s closest pal Leonard 
(David Bradley) is being terrorised by 
Noel’s posse - they push dog faeces 
through his letterbox and even set fire 
to the old man’s doormat. 

“I’m not going to take it anymore,” 
sobs Leonard, revealing a concealed 
blade he will use to protect himself. 

A day later, DCI Frampton (Emily 
Mortimer) and sidekick Hicock (Charlie 
Creed-Miles) arrive with desperate 
news: Leonard has been found 
stabbed to death in an underpass. 


Harry swears revenge and sets about 
tracking down the young men who 
killed his pal, then makes sure they pay 
for their heinous crime with their sad, 
worthless lives. 

Harry Brown is an incredibly 
accomplished debut for British director 
Barber. 

The film strikes very few false 
emotional notes, emboldened by 
Caine’s fearless and mesmerising lead 
performance as a man with nothing to 
lose, who may very well pay with his 
life as he doles out tough justice. 

Gary Young’s script focuses almost 
entirely on life through a grimy lens, 
but there are odd glimmers of wry 
humour, such as when Frampton’s 
superior DI Andrew Childs (Iain Glen) 
deadpans incredulously: “You’re telling 
me this escalating violence is the result 
of a vigilante pensioner?” 

By necessity, scenes of violence are 
graphic and unsettling, punctuating a 
narrative that doesn’t pretend to hold 
any easy answers to 21stcentury social 
malaise. 

Britain is gravely ill and there is no cure 
in sight.

B uoyed by the 

positive comments 
from the press 
regarding its 3008 
compact people carrier, 
Peugeot is hoping for the 
same positive reaction 
from its larger 5008. 

With the French car maker 
having successfully pitched its 
3008 as not a people carrier but 
a crossover vehicle in same 
vein as Nissan’s Qashqai, it 
believes stepping up a size 
shouldn’t mean having to 
sacrifice driving appeal. 
Vauxhall's Zafira proved that 
seven seats in a regular size car 
were possible and Peugeot’s 
5008 has been designed from the 
outset to add conventional car 
ride and handling 
characteristics to keep drivers 
who need that extra space from 
feeling like they’re driving a 
pup. 

With the 3008 proving that a

practical and enjoyable to drive, 
the 5008 goes one step further 
with its seven-seat layout. Like 
the Zafira, the 5008’s rear-most 
pair of seats can be folded flat 
into the boot floor. The second 
row also folds to liberate a vast 
load area. 

Previously you’d have needed a 
lumbering great estate car for 
this purpose but not any more. 
The 5008 boasts a mammoth 
2,506 litres of space with all the 
seats down or a commendable 
823 with the front two rows in 
place. 

Furthermore, access to the 
rearmost seats is 
straightforward. A clever 


folding mechanism eases your 
way in, while despite the 
modest amount of headroom an 
average size adult is unlikely to 
complain on a short trip to the 
pub. Realistically the rear 
chairs are better suited to the 
smallest members of the family. 
Also proving no cause for 
complaint is the 5008’s overall 
high level of quality. The car 
follows the 3008 and 308 in 
being the latest to benefit from 
Peugeot’s new-found focus on 
fit, finish and the use of high 
class materials. Positive 
comparisons with Toyota, 
Honda and even Audi are 
genuine and well earned. 


On road performance is also 
highly polished. Much effort 
has been expended on the 5008’s 
ride, handling and engine 
range. The latter consists of a 
mix of 1.6 and 2.0-litre engines, 
petrol and diesel, with some the 
result of co-operation with 
BMW. 

The 1.6-litre, 156bhp turbo 
petrol unit, is quiet, refined and 
willing, while the same is true 
of the 150bhp, 2.0-litre diesel 
unit. Six-speed manual 
gearboxes, plus an automated 
manual for the llObhp diesel, 
are standard issue while 
economy and CO 2 are all 
impressive. 


Along with a long list of
